Vienna, Dec. 19. By the laft Advices from the Army 
in Bavaria, of the 1¢th of this Month, we hear, that the 
Troops marched from Aftheim to Ried, where they 
entred into Winter Quarters on the tgth.

The French Commiffaries bere began on the roth to fell 
the Provifions they had amaffed for that Garrifon, and 
to prepare for their Departure. At the fame time they 
let fall feveral Notices, that the French Affairs were not 
fo defperate as the Auftrians after taking Leurmaritz and 
Teufchen reprefented them; and, when once they had 
Advice of Prince Lobkowitz pafling the Moldau, they 
ferupled not to declare we thould foon hear of fome bold 
Stroke ftruck by their Countrymen. Their natural Pro- 
penfity to boalting however, and their being hitherto 
but bad Prophets, made their Difcourfes difregarded, and, 
till we heard the Auftrians apprehended this Step, we ne- 
ver thought much about it. The Truth is, M. Bellifle 
chofe the beft Time. Prince Lobkowitz 1s much infe- 
rior to him in Foot, and for fome time paft his Huffars, 
Croats and Pandours were going away every day; fo 
that he is every way weakened. : 

Drefden, Dec. 24. There are now Letters from Prince 
Lobcowitz himéelf, who fays, that be came up with 
the French at Scrachnitz, had already taken 600 of them, 
and had Hopes of cutting off their intended Retreat to 
Egra, they having fo much Baggage and Ammunition, 
that they marched but four Miles the four firft Days ;

The Danes 
are a€tually equipping a Fleet to efeort gooo Men, which 
are to be fent into Norway ; a Meafure wae Swees will 
confider as a Declaration of War, and many Peopie think 
will occafion a Refolution of the Dyet to the Prejudice 
of the Prince Royal of Denmark. We have Reaion to 
judge, from feveral Remittances lately made, that the 
Czarina is in earneft, and will ipeedily fend a powerful 
Army to the Affliftance of the Queen ot Hungary. We 
have certain Intelligence from Berlin, that bis Proffian 
Majefty perfifts in his Refolution of augmenting his 
Forces to 1 ¢0,c0oo Men, and has actually very near accom- 
plithed it, tho’ his Levies have been made at a Diftance, 
and without Noife ; but what his View is, in making 
this Augmentation, is impoflible to fay. We hear it 
whifper’d indeed, that a Congrets is forming at Hanover, 
to which the Pruffian and Saxon Courts will fend their 
Minifters, in order to agfee on the Methods proper for 
delivering Germany from Foreign Troops, and reftoring 
eficCtually the Independency of the Emperor and Em- 
pire. It is generally believed, that his Imperial Majefty 
will return to Munich about the Middie of February 
next.
